bank, and to th e.im p lica tio n thereby 
conveyed that the latter 
bank is in 
any way involved in the troub les of 
th e 
Sutter 
Creek co n cern . 
it is 
claim ed that the N iles ban k 
is all 
right. 
Circulars have been sen t o u t c o n ­ 
vey in g the impression, or rather in ­ 
tended to convey the im p ression, that 
parties in Jackson have been 
knock­ 
in g the Sutter bank, au d 
blaming 
them tor the suspension. 
I t is a far­ 
fetched 
explanation. 
It. 
is 
hardly 
lik e ly that anyone would m uliu iou sly 
try to injure ¿ ‘banking firm , esp ecial­ 
ly iu a time of ttuancial d is tr u st like 
th e present. 
Indeed, it is far more 
probable that one bauk w o u ld help 
ratner than injure a sister in stitu tio n . 
B u t the law of self-p rotection applies 
iu such matters, and d ep o sito rs are 
n ot going to stand idly by if they be­ 
liev e their interests are in jeopardy. 
Notwithstanding all th a t is said, 
we sincerely hope 
that th e Sutter 
Creek bauk may regain is feet. 
its 
collapse would be a severe 
blow to

Hank of Amador C ou n ty vs. E. (J. 
Rust, Wm. M. 
P e n r y and Wm, M. 
Penry jr. 
This a c tio n , started early 
in 190(3, is for th e 
foreclosure of a 
mortgage executed b y the tirst named 
defendant in May, 1905. Rust borrow­ 
ed 8200 from the b a n k in 1897, had it 
renewed in 1901 for tbe same amount, 
and renewed it ag ain in May 1905 for 
8882.40. 
The 
m ortgage 
was on a 
Chandler and P r ice G ordou press in 
the Dispatch office. 
D uring the trial 
Wednesday, 
Wm. 
M. Penry stated 
tnat there was no su c h press iu the 
offioe, but that th e r e was a Chandler 
and Price job press there, 
aud that 
he had received a b ill ot sale in May 
1903 trom E. C. B u s t for this press, 
which instrument, fo r various reasons 
he had failed to record u n til N oy. 
1905, six 
m onths 
after the 
mort­ 
gage was placed 
ou record. 
Upon 
cross examination, h e admitted know­ 
ing that this press 
was mortgaged, 
aud was the one R u st inteuded should 
be mortgaged, but h e said tbe latter 
had promised 
to satisfy it. 
The 
attorney for plaintiff' showed that E. 
C. Rust ¡had beeu 
tb e publisher of 
the Dispatch, aud produced as evid­ 
ence copies of tho paper. 
Penry ad­ 
mitted that Rust h ad 
charge ot the 
paper, by virtue 
o f 
an 
agreement 
whereby Rust w ou ld 
Hnally become 
the owner of the b u sin ess aud plant, 
but he stuted that d u r in g that time 
aud for some tim e previous, he had 
beeu the actual ow n er. 
Wm. 
Penry, jr. 
testified that he 
was tho present e d ito r and publisher 
of the Dispatch, au d worked there at 
the time Rust was in charge. 
Be 
knew that tho job press was 
mort­ 
gaged, tml the Urst h e knew of its 
boiug rent vod was w hen the report ot 
the 
documeuts 
record ed 
came iu, 
probably not more 
thuu a week after 
it was placed ou record. 
E. C. Rust 
failed to appear. 
K. C. Hole appear­ 
ed for the plaintiff; 
S ila s Penry of 
Sacramento 
for

Penry. 
The case was tried 
before Judge G. 
W. 
Nichol 
of 
T u o lu m n e county, 
Judge Rust being disqu alified ,

F IN A N C IA L 
R E P O R T . 


The belated official statement of the finances of the city of 
Jackson was published in these columns last week. 
It em­ 
braces the two years of our experience in city government, as 
for the first year the law requiring the clerk to publish an 
annual itemized statement of receipts and expenses was en­ 
tirely ignored. 
It is to be regretted that the finances of each 
year were not segregated as the law requires. It is still more 
to be regretted that the statement is made now under pres­ 
sure, hurriedly handed to the printer an hour pr two before 
the petition for disincorporation was filed. 
It is reasonable 
to assume that the city would try to make a favorable show­ 
ing at the start, just the same as a man starting out on a 
business career would endeavor to create a good impression 
upon the m inds of those with whom he expected to do busi­ 
ness. 
T h is same spirit ought to control a city government. 
Those intrusted with authority should try to be economical, 
and make the revenue count for far more than when the 
town was under the jurisdiction of the county government. 
Above all, they were expected to be scrupulous iu complying 
with the law s governing their offices, and be especially care­ 
ful against shaping things from personal motives or individ­ 
ual gain. 
T hey must know, if they failed to make such a 
showing, that the experiment of municipal government would 
he voted a failure, so far as this'com m unity is concerned. 
It 
costs more to maintain a city government than under the old 
regime, and the people are warranted in looking for some­ 
thing tangible for the extra amount they are called upon to 


pay- 
For the sake of comparison we have endeavored to 
gate the items, and the result of the two years’ operations 
show up as follows: 
Total receipts for two years, $19,073; cash on hand Jan. 1, 
1908, $5,206.77; expended in two years, $13,867.19, divided 
as follows:

In the aggregate we were well within the mark. The over­ 
estimates arc more than offset by the under-estimates. 
And 
who w ill say we have received value [for the additional cost. 


It w ill be seen that the city expenses have already, with 
two years’ experience, reached over $10,000 per year. 
This 
is not an extravagant sum for the maintenance of a city gov­ 
ernment, but it is heavy bill for a city with only $600,000 
assessment, and viewed from the negative results obtained. 
The expenses of each year have not been segregated, but it 
is safe to assert that the revenue for the second year is con­ 
siderably over $10,000, and of course the income is gauged 
by the estim ,ed expenses. 
I f we have reached this point at 
this early stage of the game, it is certain that the amount 
w ill be greatly exceeded as time goes by. 
Indeed the report 
itself clearly indicates a m aterial increase of costs in the 
future. T he heavy proportion of governmental costs, such as 
salaries, rents and incidentals— items from which the city 
reaps 110 benefit— w ill be seen at a glance. 
These have swal 
lowed up about 40 cents of every dollar expended, 
We have 
a few street lights scattered over the town, and this consti­ 
tutes the o n ly noticeable improvement from city funds over 
auti-iucorporation times. 
It w ill be [interesting to reproduce 
here a portion of an article published in the Ledger just 
on eve election 011 incorporation over two year ago, which was 
denounced at the time as a grossly exaggerated forecast of 
municipal conditions. 
Let the public judge how near we 
came to hitting the truth:

GRAVITATION. 


T h e Mystery of This W onderful Force 
In Nature. 
When plnnts are grown in recepta­ 
cles fastened to the rim of a rapidly 
revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow toward the center and the roots 
away from the center of revolution 
This is remarkable as showing the In­ 
fluence of centrifugal motion upon 
growth. 
But the earth, any point in whose 
surface at the equator passes through 
fifteen miles in one m inute, has a cen 
trlfugnl motion so sw ift and so great 
that it is almost inconceivable. Why, 
then, reasoning on the basis of this 
wheel experiment, do not trees and 
plants grow in the directions they are 
urged by this centrifugal force—name 
ly, with leaves and houghs toward the 
earth’s .center and roots pointing to the 
sky? 
The answer is because there is a 
force called gravitation which over­ 
powers the enormous centrifugal force 
nnd practically reverses it. Whether 
this overmastering force which we call 
gravitation is electrical or what it is 
no one has yet been able to discover 
There can ho 110 doubt th at it is the 
greatest force we know of. 
To unveil the mystery of it would be 
to become masters of a power whose 
possibilities dazzle iho human mind 
It would simplify the problem of build 
ing, water and air navigation, projec 
tiles and many other brandies of me­ 
chanics. It would revolutionize pres­ 
ent methods.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Electric L ig h t B ulbs. 
It has been remarked th a t the effec 
tive life of incandescent electric lamps 
is much longer with clear than with 
ground glass bulbs. 
10. 1’. Hyde ex 
plains this fact as follows: A thin de 
posit of carbon is form ed on the in 
terior surface of the bulbs, and this 
absorbs-a certain portion of the radia 
tion from the filament. 
When the 
gluss is clear the light passes straight 
through, suffering n definite loss from 
the carbon film. 
When thfe glass is 
frosted the light undergoes many re 
flections iu the interior of the hull) 
from the innumerable facets, and at 
each reflection it loses something 011 
account of the obstructing film. 
The 
consequence is that the total amount 
of loss is much greater with ground 
glass than with clear 
glass. 
Mr 
Hyde’s experiments show that the filu 
m eat lasts as long In the one kind of 
bulb as in the other.—Youth’s Com 
panton.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square mile*. It. ties on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and embraces within its territory all 
tho diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high m ountainous lands. 
Climate.—T h e climate of tho popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
• and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. As climate 1s one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting1 population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. T h e temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls In tho settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for m ore than a few hours. Of 
courso, in th e high mountain rogions 
of eastern A m ador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slum ber. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Cold M ining.—The county,although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for h er quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. T h e Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
2000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication th a t tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully *100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of th e precious metal. 
Tfye 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten m ines operating on what 
is called the “ m other lode,” stretching 
clear across th e county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. T he county offers to­ 
day one of th e most inviting fields to 
be found anyw here in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
tale—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in th e most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. F u rth e r up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2-500 feet, the 
soil is adm irably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times th e quantity tow raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Crape culture and winemaking are 
becoming im portant industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price th an .the product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth tho price 
correntín som e places. Unimproved 
lands can be had from $5 to $1(1 per 
acre. It does not require a fortuno to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a largo addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. V ast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges m ig h t bo made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasionof less than 
12000. T hree fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below th e mineral belt. 
Jackson, J.he county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
<-.ty of the sixth class. Other towns 
are Sutter C reek, Amador City, Dry- 
towu, Plym outh, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oletii lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
. 
Theeoram unity is law-abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
schoolhouse is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1007 is $5.- 
«00,793, and t tie tax rate for both state 
and county purposes *2 on tho $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a brunch 
railroad running to lone. From this 
point tlie lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to the mining 
section.

The various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations uro well 
represented. 
Tho power plant of the Standard 
Electric Co—one of the largelt in tho 
world—islocatcd four luiios from Jack ­ 
son . 


LETTER FROM 


WASHINGTON 


There is likely to be very little 
(lone at this session of congress in 
the way ot legislation carrying appro­ 
priations. Chairman Tawtiey of the 
house committee on appropriations 
hue made the announcem ent that there 
ere indications of a deficit, in tho 
revenues of over 8100,0<K),<KK). 
The 
Inference is unavoidable that, there 
will be an exhibition of economy on 
tho pert of congress to offset, In a 
measure, this lack of revenues, tiace- 
nble in part to the stringency In tho 
financial world. It has already been 
given out that there will be no rivers 
and harbors bill, and th ere Is likely 
to be no public buildings bill, al­ 
though Hun Francisco w ants money 
very badly tor a sub-treasury site and 
building, Han Diego would like tunda 
for public building, and other cities 
also desire improvomnnts at, govern­ 
m ent expense, 
(Jonrgessnmn Engle- 
bright has been trying to get some 
buildings for cities in bis district, 
and congressman Hmitb has intro­ 
duced bills for buildings ot Riverside 
and Hanta Barbara. These are not all 
by any means as every d istric t in the 
state could mnke use of government 
money for river and harbor improve­ 
m ents and pubic buildings. The re­ 
presentatives who have introduced 
bills for buildings have been asked 
by the committee to rep o rt fully on 
what they desire, and to give data 
showing what necessity exists for tho 
improvements they ask for. 
It is 
hoped that if congress does nothing 
more it will provide for surveys ot 
various river and harbor projects and 
possibly provide for the purchase of 
land for certain buildings, notably 
to r the sub-treasury iu San Fran­ 
cisco and the public b uild ing iu Han 
Diego. 
It was supposed last year 
th at the war department would give 
up a blook of land in Han Diego 
which it is using as a m ulo corral, 
b u t it refuses to do so on the ground 
th at the land is likely to be needed 
for strategic reasons at som e time or 
other, and it rofuses to exchange it 
for any other land ex cept certain 
pieces, which would cost about 850,­ 
000. 
Senator Fliut has introduced a bill 
for the construction of a launch, or 
cutler, for use at San P ed ro by the 
custom s service. 
This causes one of 
to reflect that the business of that 
custom s districts, with headquarters 
a t Los Angeles, has increased very 
greatly in the past few years. 
Col­ 
lector Cornelius W. Pendleton, who 
was formerly speaker of the Cali­ 
fornia assembly and well known as 
an able member of the L os Angeles 
bar, was in Washington la s t week and 
be ^stated that the business ot his 
office bad more than doubled in the 
past fourteen years yetjtbere had been 
practioally no re-organization iu the 
staff or any iuciease in salaries in 
ail that time. Last O ctober when he 
appointed four additional Inspectors, 
to be paid when they were employed, 
there was some citicism in ceitaiu 
quarters, but the treasury departm ent 
merely inquired regarding the necess­ 
ity ot the increase in th e force. Mr 
Pendleton made a satisfactory show­ 
ing and when he came on iu person 
be was allowed, dependent on the 
passage of cougress ot the deficiency 
appropriation of some 8800,000 asked 
for by secretary Corteiyou, the addi­ 
tional men, another clerk and an in­ 
crease iu the pay of practically all 
bis tried and trusted stuff. 
Assistant secretary R eynolds, who 
has direct jurisdiction over the cus­ 
toms, gives collector P endleton warm 
commendation as an able official who 
dooH things. 
His adm inistration of 
bis office is reported to be very satis­ 
factory. 
Few regulations m ade 
by any 
branch of ttie government have creat­ 
ed such ; wide-spread com m ent and 
even opposition us the so-called cir­ 
cular 7<i, relating to regulations fur 
preparation of food products 
Two 
clustes of people iiuve been especially 
coucerued over it, cue being I huso 
who have used such preservatives as 
benzoato of sodu iu puttin g up jams, 
jellies, catsups, pie fillings and simi­ 
lar goods, and the other being the 
molusses men of L ouisiana and the 
fru it men of California. 
From the 
latter arose an almost universal pro­ 
test at the rule requiring the use ot a 
quantity ot sulphur iu prepuiing 
diiod fruits which they claim ed was 
wholly inadequate. The agitation re­ 
sulted iu several big m eetings being 
held and protests being sent to the 
senators and representativos, to , the 
president and congress. 
Secretary 
Wilson looked into the m utter per­ 
sonally last summer when lie wus iu 
San Francisco, uud ho sen t sumo of 
bis bast chemists to th e coast to 
m ake exhaustive tests of dried fruits. 
T heir final reports are oveu yet not 
iu. Although the secretary said ttiut 
the rule would not lie put. iu effect 
uguiust the (luck of last season and 
that he would never consent to allow 
his department to lie used to oppress 
tlie farming uomuiuuity, the fruit 


men were n o t sntislied.ns they claim ed 
Hint hti Industry worth 818(),U(JO,00p a 
year to the state was in jeopardy. 
Congressmen Needham, the senior 
member of the delegation; Hayes, 
who has a rliatrlct In which flic fiirit. 
industry is probably the leading one; 
and Hmitli, who has one of tho m ost 
importnnt, fruit, districts In the state 
in his district, made common cause 
in working to secure a modification 
of tho order. 
They mot with onu- 
eiderable success, but there aiwnys 
stood in th e ir way that orgle of the 
food products. Dr Wiley, chief ch em ­ 
ist of the agricultural department. 
.Senator (leorge O. f’erkins. of O a k ­ 
land is m aintaining his reputation as 
a hard 
w orker for appropriations. 
True, tho inclination of the house, 
whore appropriation bills must o rig i­ 
nate, to play an economical role th is 
HOH.-ion, m akes bis path a rocky one. 
it may be rem arkable that ho and h is 
colleague, 
senator Flint, ot L ob 
Angeles, got, on very harmoniously 
together. Senator Flint Is a big m an, 
physically, m entally, and In every 
other way, aud is not given to liur- 
Ing potty jealouEief. 
He stands very 
high with th e administration and th e 
president likes him personally. 
In 
fact, C aliforiua should rejoice that its 
delegation in congress is composed of 
representative men, influential w ith 
their colleagues and highly respected 
for their ability, industry and in te ­ 
grity. 
N ot one of them is given 
much to social pleasures, which fa c t 
suggests th e 
brief and unventful 
experience of n Western senator who 
wns sent to Wnsliingtou to fill n n 'u n - 
expirod term . His secretary p ersu ad ­ 
ed him thnt the way to impress his 
constituents with an idea of his s u c ­ 
cess wns to m ake them believe that he 
was a social lion and accordingly 
accounts were sent to the home papers 
of bis popularity here in the social 
set. He was a handsome man, aud it 
was told how bis appollo-like beauty 
bad fascinated the capital, and how 
his wit aud learning bad won th e 
devotion of tb e b a u tto n . But “ back 
home,” these efforts to boost him 
iDto the lim elight were appraised at 
their true worth and from having an 
excellent chance to succeed bi.nself 
he became a huge joke aud at the end 
of his terra he slipped quietly an d 
noiselessly into political oblivion.

PLANA TRAGEDY. 


An Incident of Early Days. 


From our A ukum Corrospondont. 


Feb. 11.—In m idwinter of 1850, a 
man weighing 
something near lilO 
pounds, agile and native as a cat, 
entered a dance house in the town ot 
Laucha l ’lana. 
Kain had been sw eep­ 
ing over the little town with v iolent 
gusts of wind all dav long. 
The i n ­ 
habitants of th is place stayed closely 
within 
doors, 
held 
there by th e 
terriHo storm that, was raging without. 
insido was a motley crowd, cosm o­ 
politan in ch aracter, ranging all th e 
way from college graduates to w hat 
would be called now-a-days as c u t ­ 
throat thugs. 
Home were standing 
idly looking on, some dtiuking, others 
full of liq u o r and bursting out in to 
bacchaualian chants, and at intervals 
between 
glasses, 
the natural c o n ­ 
comitants of th e etfeots of the liq u o r 
they were d rin k in g . 
As the subject 
of our sketch entered, a light had 
commenced 
between two 
women — 
inhabitants of th e red-light regions 
of the town. 
One was a 
F rench 
woman com pactly built, adroit iu her 
aotiuns, with coal piercing black eyes, 
that could alm o st burn.into your very 
soul. 
The o th e r was a different type, 
being a petite blonde, slender in build 
and determ ined in action. 
She was 
of Herman ex tractio n , and as g ritty 
as a tiger. 
T h e two were engaged in 
deadly enco u n ter. 
The bystanders 
watched the tight with perfect n o n ch a­ 
lance. 
A few greasers lounged lazily 
upon the floor, leaning back against 
the wall of 
th e 
building, putting 
leisurely at cigarettes, and watebing 
tbe tight w ith all the iuditference 
they would have done in a bull fight 
in the city of Mexico. 
The French 
woman had a firm hold on her slender 
L Mi 
U 4 'r 
antagonist’s hair,, and was trying to 
twist her neck from her shoulders. 
The wiry lit tle woman was fighting 
with the fierceness ot a lion to free 
herself, but desp ite her efforts she 
W83 gradually 
being forced to th e 
floor. 
At th is ju n ctu re tbe subject 
of this 
sketch threw his overcoat 
dripping with ra in into tbe oorner of 
tbe 
building, 
and 
turning 
s a id : 
"(lentlem en, 
it is a shame to let 
those women fight like dogs.” 
As 
he said this he ruehéd Up to tbe co m ­ 
batants and fo rc ib ly 'to re tbe hold of 
the Frenoh w o m an ’s hands from th e 
hair of the o th er, ■ '«'ud opening o u t 
his arms forced -Them apart. 
T he 
little woman 
wa? . frantic with rage 
and tried to get, . abound the man in 
order to fu th e r foyce the fight. 
T he 
man kept fo rcin g her back with h is 
hands. 
All of á sudden [the French 
woman took a p in t bottle that lay 
upon tbe floor, 
and struck tbe man a 
forcible blow upon the head, falling 
him like a b u tch er would an ox. T he 
bystanders 
now interfered 
forcing 
the women ap a rt. 
The man staggered

SOAP 
IS ANCIENT. 


It W as Used by the Gauls as a Dress­ 
ing For the Hair. 
W ho invented soap? That it is not a 
modern convenience is well know n, but 
Just w hen it came into general use Is 
a m ystery. 
In 
Biblical times cleansing agents 
were used. The hooks of Job and Jer­ 
em iah contain the word “s o a p /’ 
But 
this is merely a convenient use of the 
word iu translation. The H ebrew word 
“borith,” for which it was substituted, 
is a general term for cieausiug sub­ 
stances. 
W hat those substances were 
Is unknow n, but they were probably 
little like the modern soap. 
Pliny speaks of the Invention of soap 
by th e Gauls, who, however, used It 
only a s a sort of pomade or liuir dress­ 
ing. 
H e also refers to the use of both 
hard soap and soft soap by the Ger­ 
mans. 
The use of fuller's earth, which 
has saponaceous qualities, for cleans­ 
ing purposes wus known to the Kq- 
muus. 
T he French word for soap, savon, 
comes from Savona, France, w here it 
was manufactured. 
The Urst manu­ 
facture of soap iu Londou is said to 
have been In 1524, aud previously Bris­ 
tol b a d supplied It for use In the Eng­ 
lish cities. 
According to the historian Sismondl, 
a soupm nker was included Iu the reti­ 
nue 
of 
Charlemagne, 
king 
of 
the 
F ran k s, at the end of the eighth cen­ 
tury, 
Iu th e excavation of the ruins of 
Pom peii a soap boiler's shop w as un­ 
covered, with soup In It, show ing that 
the m a k in g of it wus known iu the first 
Christina century.

The supreme court of California 
holds that where a mining claim 
location made in good faith includes 
within its boundaries more than three 
hundréd feet on each side of the 
middle of the vein at the surface, it 
is void only to the extent of the 
excess. The court says: 
This pro­ 
vision of the statute defining the 
lateral rights of a claim is equally a 
declaration that as to ail the surface 
of a local claim which is within three 
hundred feet of either side of the 
apex ot the vein at its surface and 
whiob is included within the bound­ 
aries as staked by the locator, he is 
entitled to have his right of title 
continued. A locator is not bound to 
absolute accuracy in laying out the 
boundaries of his claim, nor as a 
penalty for having included within 
bis side boundaries more than the 
statute allows as lateral rights, is he 
to lose any portion of the claim 
located, which is properly within 
these statutory limits. 
When be in­ 
cludes within its boundaries more 
than the law permits, he is entitled, 
nevertheless, to hold to the lim it 
which the law authorizes within the 
limits laid out, and only the terri­ 
tory embraced within his boundaries 
which is in excess of these limits is 
to be rejected. —Calaveras Chronicle. 
Two men giving their names as

Greatest Lumber Cut. 
More lumber was out In the United 
States Inst year than in any other 
year iri its history. 
The enormous 
amount of ¿17,550,736,000board feet was 
produced, arid the mill value ot this 
was *621,151,388. in addition, there 
were produced 11,858,260,000 shingles, 
valued at *24,155,555,and 3,812,807,000 
lath, valued at *11,41-0,570. 
On the 
whole, it Is safe to say that the nro- 
sent annual lumber cut of the United 
States approximates 4u billion feet, 
and that the total mill value of the 
lumber, lath, and shingles each year 
produced is not less than *700,000,000. 
These figures give somo idea of how 
vast is the lumber industry and how 
great, is the demand fur its products. 
A glance at the kinds of lumber 
produced shows very clearly the pass­ 
ing of white pine and oak, one the 
greatest softwood and the other the 
greatest hardwood which tho forest 
has ever grown. 
Since 189!) tho cut 
of white pine has fallen off more 
than 40 per cont, while that of white 
oak has fallen off more than 36 per 
cent. To-day yellow pine leads all 
other woods It) amount cut, while 
Dougins Hr—and this will bo a sur­ 
prise to many—comes second. 
Since 
1899 the cut of Douglas llr has in­ 
creased 18ti per cent. 
Louisiana is 
the foiemost yellow pine state, with 
Texas, Mississippi 
and Arkansas 
following iu order. Washington pro­ 
duces by far the greatest amount of 
Douglas Ur. 
A coiaparisou of the lumber pro­ 
ducing states shows that since 1899 
there have been muny changes in 
their relative rank. 
Washington, 
which iu 1899 stood sixth, now leads, 
while Wisconsin, whiob eight years 
ago Jed all others, is now third. 
In 
the same period Ocegon, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Idaho and California 
made great strides as lumber produc­ 
ing states, though on the other hand, 
the amount produced iu Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Georgia, Ken­ 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Indiana, 
and Uhio fell off anywhere from 29 to 
54 per cent. 
The highest priced native woods are 
walnut, hickory and ash, and the 
cheapest are larch and white Ur. 
From the fact, however, that since 
1899 the average increase in the price 
of lumber has been 49 per cent, it 
will net be Jong before cheap woods 
are tew and far between. 
Figures upon the lumber cut of the 
United States iu 1906 are contained 
in Circular 122 of the forest service, 
which can be had upon application to 
the toreBter, U. S. department ot 
agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
New Illinois Primary Law. 
The lepublicau party of Illinois 
has kept faith with the people of the 
átate by passing a general primary 
law which directly places in their 
hands the power to nominate officials 
without intervening delegate con­ 
ventions, the method employed here­ 
tofore. beyond question a large ma­ 
jority ot the cit izens of Illinois de­ 
sired a law of this kind, uud uu ad­ 
ministration largely republican in all 
branches has brought it about. 
The 
people of the stute hereafter will 
select tickets by tbeir owu ballots. 
Charges that bosses run the conven­ 
tions will be beard no more, because 
conventions, except for national dele­ 
gates and university board, are a 
thing ot tho past. 
Local, state and 
congressional candidates will be nom­ 
inated by pluralities when the ballots 
of the people are counted, and a 
choice will bo expressed iu tbe samo 
way iu regard to United States sena- 
tois. 
Whether the new system will work 
to the perfection expected need not 
be discussed here. The people want­ 
ed it, the republican majority obeyed 
tbe popular demand, and tho state 
primary procedure is to bo establish­ 
ed. Tho fact should not be forgotten 
that tbe record of conventions in 
Illinois is, on the whole, entitled to 
respect. The abuses have been lew 
compared with the bouclits, and the 
general standard tias been high. Hut 
tho people believe that it cau be 
bettered by a more direct concentra­ 
tion of political action iut their own 
bauds, and probably they are right. 
Hut eternal vigilance is as needful 
now as ever. Heuator Jett Davis of 
Arkansas w h s uoinitialed at a stute 
primary. Heckiiaui of Kentucky jug, 
gied a muni nation for^the senate iu a 
state primary, but a revolt in his 
party has brought hi in to a halt. 
A 
state primary is no sovereign cure iu 
itself, it adds to the responsibilities 
of tlie individual voter, and] he will 
rue it unless he gives a closer utton 
tiou than ever to politioal duties.— 
Globe Democrat.

A BRONZE STATUE. 


T h e Model, the Core and th e Pouring 


of the Metal. 


“Immense pains and Immense labc-i 
attend tbe production of a bronze stat 
ue of any size even after the artist ho* 
done his work,” remarks a sculptor. 
“To begin with, the pluster model 
has to be completely covered with 
small lumps of a special kind of sand, 
sometimes as many as 1,500 to 2,000 of 
these pieces lielng required. Aftei 
these blocks of sand are dry they are 
taken off the cast one at a time and 
carefully put together to form the 
mold. The latter is then filled with 
clay, and the same operation is again 
gone through, a facsimile of the plas­ 
ter cast being thus obtained. 
“Then comes the most delicate pari 
of the whole work. The clay model, oi 
‘core,’ as it Is technically called, has to 
have a quarter of an inch taken off its 
entire surface, which, as may readily 
be imagined, Is anything but easy, 
especially If the subject be ot all or 
nate. 
“The ‘core’ Is then again put into tho 
mold—which has of course to he recon­ 
structed once more—being kept exact­ 
ly in the center by means of iron rods 
“The molten bronze Is then poured 
in from the top, completely tilling the 
space l)Ctween the ‘core’ and the mold. 
After It has cooled the lutter Is again 
removed and the clay interior extract­ 
ed, when the statue, somewhat rough 
and needing a slight touching up, Is 
revealed.”—Cassell's Journal. 


One on the T e ach er.

The class undei 
her enre had under consideration one 
day topics concerning the civil war 
when one volunteered, in Illustration 
of some point, a lurid account of a bat­ 
tle in which, he claimed, an uncle of 
his lmd participated.

THE SKYROCKET. 
How It Is Made and tho Reason 
It 
Risco In tho Air. 
Of all fireworks nolle is more beauti­ 
ful from a pyrotechnic point of view 
or more generally popular than the 
skyrocket. 
The powder ingredients nre sulphur, 
charcoal and saltpeter, roughly in the 
proportions of fourteen, twenty-six and 
sixty respectively. Except In the case 
of military or life saving rockets, the 
cylindrical case is of paper or paste­ 
board, somewhat constricted nt the 
fuse end. 
Iuto this the powder is 
rammed tightly, a conical space being 
left, for the Insertion of the quick 
match which passes through the con­ 
striction, or “chokeliole,” into the mass 
of powder. 
This forms the body of the rocket, 
which is closed at the top with a plas­ 
ter of paris plug. Through this a 
small hole filled with a fuse communi­ 
cates with the conical shaped bend, 
holding stars, serpents, crackers or gold 
or silver rain. The whole Is, of course, 
attached to a slender stick to direct its 
flight. 
On the fuse being ignited and the 
mnln cylinder of powder exploded the 
enormous quantity of heated gases gen­ 
erated force their way dovfuward 
through the narrow box, urging the 
rocket upward In the air—Pearson’s. 


P o w er of Habit. 
The power of habit was strikingly 
illustrated not long ago In a shirt 
waist factory. One woman who had 
done nothing but sew up the seums of 
sleeves for four years was taken off 
that particular Job and was asked to 
run up seams in the body of the 
waists.

“There is nothing but a 
straight seam here, just the same as 
you have been used to.”

And it did indeed prove to be a fact 
that owing to her four years of steady 
work on sleeves it took her fully that 
many weeks to overcome her nervous­ 
ness sufficiently to run the machine at 
her accustomed speed when sewing an­ 
other part of the waist—Exchange.

latest apparatus 
is stated by 
dep u ty consul general J . W. 
Dye of 
B erlin, to be

by a stone. 
This is 
made sufficiently hot iu an 
oven or over any tiro, 
then placed 
lu the cooker with the steak or roast, 
aud the box is sealed 
up and left 
for an hour or so u n til th e

thoroughly cooked a n d hot.

boxes, boiling, 
frying Rnd 
roasting 
may 
all proceed at once 
w ith o u t care. 


The difficult q u estio n of the in ­ 
fluence of environm ent on the height 
of the human body has been taken 
up by Pittard, K arm iu aud Kappeyne 
in the Swiss cantons, where a homo­ 
geneous population liv es under great­ 
ly varied conditions.

HISTORY OF TAPESTRY. 


The Art Was Known to the Anei#*é 
Greeks and Egyptian*. 
Flemish artists arc believed to nave 
been tlm first to m ake tapestry for nee 
ns a f avoring for walls. 
The art Itself 
Is certainly very nnelent. mnny of the 
hangings used in Egypt and Greece 
being considered true tapestry. 
It* 
snliserpiont history Is obscure, hut K 
evidently maintained a lingering ex­ 
istence in flit- east until the Hnraeetin 
revived It and brought It to Europe. 
Tapes)| V tv,,,, used |>y the Saracens 
only as drapery or curtains for the 
conns of their bouses. 
Embroidery 
appears to have served for this pur­ 
pose in northern Europe until after 
the twelfth century, and much of the 
work of this period was really em­ 
broidery, such as the Incorrectly named 
Rayoiix tapestry. 
It was In (lie four­ 
teenth century th a t tapestry began to 
lie largely made in Flanders, where the 
weaving Industry became very Impor­ 
tant. 
At 
that 
time 
twenty-seven 
streets were occupied by the weavers 
of Ghent. 
In 13N2 there were 50,000 
weavers hi Louvain and inore still at 
Ypres. 
Very few samples of four­ 
teenth century tapestry remain, but 
those tlmt, have come down to the 
present day closely resemble contem­ 
porary wall painting. 
During the lnt- 
ter part of the fifteenth century the 
golden age of tapestry existed, especial­ 
ly in Bruges and Arras. The Flemish 
tapestries of th a t time are models of 
textile art, T he color is rich, the tlec- 
orntivo effect strong, the drawing and 
composition graceful, and the whole 
arrangement show s consummate skill 
in endeavoring to meet the exigencies 
of die loom and n t the same time the 
aesthetic requirements of wail decora­ 
tion.—Argonaut.

The Shape of the Sky. 
What is the apparent form of the 
vault of the sky? 
There is probably 
no one to whose eyes it seems a true 
hemisphere, w ith the zenith appearing 
as distant as t lie horizon. 
At sea or 
iu a flat country the seeming greater 
distance of the horizon is best shown. 
Professor J. M. Pernter in discussing 
this subject reaches the conclusion that 
the form of th e vault in vertical sec­ 
tion Is that of tlio segment of a circle 
the arc of which subtends at the center 
an angle of the order of forty degrees. 
If the reader will draw such a segment 
he may he surprised by the amount of 
flattening which Is thus ascribed to the 
sky. 
From this optical illusion many 
curious effects arise, such as the seem­ 
ing increased magnitude of the suu 
and moon w hen near the horizon uud 
the apparently oval forms of halos an d 
coronas seen a t low altitudes.

_Portugal'is,now, ..and has been 


or many years, in a^bad 
way-financially'. 
Debt has been 


pilingup against' the nation at an alarming rate, the annual 
expenditurejsjn'fer^topping 
the revennes 
by several millions. 


Franco, the premier—-the power behind the throne —with the 
cordial support of the king, applied himself to the task of 
cutting down -the' expenses,, with the 
view of rectifying the 


disordered finances of the kingdom. 
He used the pruning 


knife,withno niggardly hand. 
By lopping off. unnecessary 


expenses— grafts as we would term them here— he was saving 
the country at the rate of eight million dollars per year— a 
big reduction for an impoverished 
country like Portugal. 


Indoing this he raised the implacable 
hatred of the horde of 


useless 
attaches 
who had succeeded 
in fastening themselves 


upon the public treasury —the army of pampered pensioners 
who had sapped 
the vitality of the nation, 
and had given 


littleor nothing inreturn. 
Franco 
struck 
them from the 


payroll. 
In the hornet's nest that was 
stirred up thereby, 


the king stood 
loyally by his reform premier. 
For thus 


staying with his faithful adviser, and with the welfare of his 
people, Carlos paid the penalty with his life. It is the 
old, 


old story —written and rewritten upon the 
pages 
of history 


since the world began. 
The men 
who have led the van in 


trying to correct abuses 
invariably awaken 
animosities that 


not infrequently find vent in bloodshed. 
But through such 


tribulations the world has moved step by step in its pathway 
of progress. 


A matter which is causing a good deal of comment in con- 


nection with the official statement of the finances of the city 
of Jackson, 
is the item of $300.94 in the bridge 
fund. 


Where is the authority for the creation of a special 
bridge 


fund, and where is the necessity for such 
a fund. 
Bridges 


are part of the common 
highway. 
Money for their mainten- 


ance can be taken from the general fund. 
The three bridges 


within the city limits are in good shape, and willlast for 
many years. In face of all this, a special bridge fund is being 
accumulated. 
For what purpose? 
That is the question that 


is being asked all over 
the 
town. 
Rumor has it that it is 


nucleus of a fund that has 
for its object the replacement 


of the main bridge at the foot of Broadway by a wider one 
in order that the old structure may be rebuilt over the south 
fork of Jackson creek at South J.vksou, a continuation of the 
street variously 
called Van Ness 
avenue 
or South Jackson 


boulevard. 
This scheme 
would mean two bridges within two 


or three hundred yards of each other. 


A DIFFERENT 
VERSION. 


By the proceedings of the city trustees published elsewhere 


it will be seen 
that the petition, containing 
143 names of 


electors, requesting 
that a special 
election be called 
to vote 


on the question of the disincorporation of Jackson, was thrown 
out, on the pretense that it did not contain a sufficient num- 
ber of qualified voters. 
The utmost 
care 
was exercised in 


securing names 
to that petition, 
and every 
precaution 
was 


taken to avoid 
non-voters 
appearing 
thereon. 
By an over- 


sight it is possible that a few of the 
signers 
might be dis- 


qualified, but a margin of fifteen over 
the required 
number 


was deemed ample to cover all such. 
Now it seems that a 


bulldosing campaign 
was started, and seven were induced 
to 


sign a document that they wanted to withdraw from the pe- 
tiou on some flimsy ground that they did not sign personally 
or did not know what they were signing. 
Having gotten rid 


of these in this off-hand fashion, they next lopped off other 
names on the alleged plea 
that 
they were not qualified elec- 


tors, without giving them 
an opportunity to be heard. 
We 


have tried to get a list of the petitioners 
so unceremoniously 


discarded, but have failed, with the 
curt 
statement 
that 
we 


must findout for ourself. That is the way the right ofpetition 
—one of the most sacred and time-honored privileges of 
erican citizens —is treated by a few clothed witha little brief 
authority. 
We mistake the spirit of our citizens ifthey will, 


tamely submit to such usurpation 
of authority. 
No name 


can be withdrawn from a petition, even 
by a signer himself, 


except on proof of fraud, after a full hearing. 
To acton 


any other basis 
is child's play as well as 
revolutionary. 


Suppose these discarded petitioners signed a paper requesting 
that their names 
be retained and counted. 
There 
would be 


no end to that sort of backing and filling, 
A petition might 


thus be kept in perpetual abeyance. 
What sort ofa country 


are .we living in''anyway?
